Dr. James Outlines 
Educational Reforms 

Canadian Principals 
Chief Speaker at Â.Â.U. 

Bloominglon, Ind., Nov. 1 — Dr. F. Cyril JameE, speaking for 
McGill before the annual conference of the Association of Ameri- 
can Universities held last week at thc^Uniyersity of Indiana, out- 
lined nidicnl ciinngcs planned for thef£^^^^|^|^^ftittirê< 

Dr. James, who gave the key-"'' 
note address of the first general 
session of this body of which 
McGill and the University of 
Toronto arc the only Canadian 
members, suggested marked 
changes in both admission to 
universities and the type of edu- 
cation provided in the post-war 
period. 

Entrance to a university, the 
principal stated, should depend on 
the ability of the student rather 
than the finances of his parents. To 
facilitate the college career of many 
needy students the system of schol- 
arships should be made broader, 
involving not only the university 
fees but also appropriate living 
allowances, which should enable all 
qualified individuals to enter upon 
an undorgraduate course at a uni- 
versity. 

Looking to the future, Dr. James 
outlined the emergence of two gen- 
eral types of universities after the 
war, the first of which would con- 
centrate all its resources upon 
graduate and undergraduate train- 
ing. The students attending such a 
university should live very largely 
within the university halls rather 
than at home or In boarding houses, 
so that they could benclit from the 
advantages of both added leisure 
time and contacts made with their 
fellows. 

The second type of university 
should be a "people's university," 
the principal continued, which 
would be one for the purpose of 
providing additional technical in- 
struction, adult education and cul- 
tural advantages to all those wish- 
ing to register. It would be linked

Social School 
Holds Meeting 

Future Task 
Of Workers Is 
Topic of Talk 



The Montreal . School of Social 
Work met last week to commem- 
orate its tenth anniversary. Presi 
dent J. H. H, Robertson, K.C., was 
re-elected for the coming year. 

The guest speaker, E. J. Phelan, 
acting director of the International 
Labor Office, spoke of the future 
work of the graduates of sudi 
schools who will constitute "the 
front line troops in society's battle 
for an improved standard of living." 

Miss Dorothy King, the director 
of the school, said that owing to the 
war the course had been shortened 
to 16 months and that a special 
group of students had been given 
certificates at the end of one year's 
work. As wartime service the 
school gave a short course, in con 
nection with the control of venereal 
disease, to students appointed by 
the provincial departments of 
health. Fourteen students, seven 
from Quebec, completed this course. 

It was asserted by Mr. Phelan 
that social workers would have im- 
measurably increased^ responsibili 
ties after the war. He likened them

UBC Sets Up 
Inquiry Council 

Action to Be 
Taken After 
Poll of Opinion 

Vancouver, Nov. 1.— (CUP)— An 
Inquiry Research Action Council 

has been newly formed in the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia. lU 
purpose is the development of a 
deeper sense of student responsibil- 
ity to the community, of the stu- 
dents' appreciation of their privil- 
eged position in war time, and of 
the role of progressive leadership 
which the University must give to 
society in all fields. 

The IRAC will attempt to clarify 
certain relevant problems by pre- 
paring for the Ubissey, a series of 
analyses of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia, its administration, 
and its students. 

The following problems will be 
dealt with: the function of the Uni- 
versity in war time, the lip-service 
to and non-applicalion of demo- 
cratic principles in campus affairs, 
students' apathy to anything but 
social activity, and the lack of gen- 
ulne University spirit and tradi- 
tion. 

Each analysis will be followed by 
a miniature Gallup Poll in order to 
classify student opinion. Once 
student opinion has been crystal- 
lized or focussed it only remains 
for means at the University's dis- 
posal, such as the Students* Coun- 
cil, to put the results Into effect 
wherever possible.

Colonial Office 
Grants Awarded . 
McGill Pre-meds 



Seven McGill pre-medical stu- 
dents, all West Indians, left Mont- 
real over the weekend for England, 
where ttiey will study medicine on 
scholarships granted by the British 
Colonial Office. They arc Jack 
Arneaud, Fitzherbert Barrow, Carl- 
ton Cralgwell, Teddy Cummins, Bill 
Foote, George Milner and Ken 
Stuart. 

They are part of a group of IS 
British West Indian students, who, 
together with a like number from 
British West Africa, are proceeding 
to take up medicine at an unspeci- 
fied university in the United King- 
dom with Colonial Scholarships of 
£400 a year • for ' four, years. Oh 
completion of their course they will 
be under contract for five years' 
work with the Colonial Medical 
Services, starting at a salary of 
£600, and they '^^'ill presumably be 
sent back to their homes for this 
period. 

Three of the seven chosen for the 
award are from this year's /resh- 
man class. Arneaud, Cummins and 
Milner came to McGill , only ' last 
month to study chemistry. The

On Saturday' night, a hundred 
and thirty or so McGill students, 
in the guise of Turks, Mandarins, 
Spanish dancers, Picasso paintings. 
Zoot-suiters and McGill students 
gathered together in the S.CJVI. 
House to defy the powers of dark- 
ness, and to say farewell to four 
of their number who were leaving 
McGill to take up medical scholar- 
ships in Britain. 

The party was the third annual 
Hallowe'en Hop. held byiithe,\Cos- 
mopolitan Club, and tiie 'sludents 
were Bill Foote. George Milner, 
Ken Stuart and Teddy Cummins, 
These four, who were among the 
seven students . from the British 
West Indies at McGill to be award- 
ed government scholarships to study 
medicine in British ' Universities, 
were spending their last hours in 
Montreal with the club of which 
they were members, and were giv- 
en a rousing send-off before they 
left. 

As the costumed iigures began to 
drift into the S,C.M. house in the 
early evening, they . were divested 
of their money, forced Into masks 
and made to kowtow before a row 
of buckets. In these buckets, which 
were half full of water, floated a 
number, of apples. The victims 
were then told to take a deep 
breath and their heads were thrust 
into the buckets until they either 
came up with an apple in their 
teeth or drowned. In this latter 
case, they were taken to be witches, 
and their dead bodies were burned 
at the stake. 

Those whd^^urvived this first

Despite the fact that two of their 
touchdown.s were called back because of offsides, tho McGill boyi 
succeeded in producing a 16-0 win. Nothing could stop the Red 
and Wiitc as they ripped through the hapless Soldier team for 

gain after gain. From the open- 
ing whistle tho superiority of 
Coach Kerr's team was never in 
doubt, and it was evident that 
the extra week of conditioning 
had worked wonders. 

The linemen played superbly, 
keeping tho Army out of scoring 
position duiing the whole game, 
while the backfield stood head and 
shoulders over anything Army 
could produce. It Is diflicult to 
pick any special stars, but one of 
the most important factors in the 
Redmen's victory was the work of 
Captain Brian Little, - outstanding 
middle, who was unable to play 
last week in McGill's first game 
against Navy.' 
Dixon Scores Two. 

Another player who did very well 
was Johnny Dixon, who scored 
both of McGlU's touchdowns. Dixon, 
a lineman, sparkled both offensive- 
ly and defensively throughout the 
game. Quarterback Alee Macrae 
turned in another starry perfor- 
mance, while Lloyd Williams and 
Gerry Fitzpatrick divided the kick- 
ing chores evenly. Other players 
who turned in fine games were 
backfielders Dawson and Farlinger, 
and linemen Mann, Tepner and 
Smythe. 

Early Fumbles 

McGill started off badly when 
they fumbled the Army kick-off 
on their own 32 yard line^ but the 
Soldiers lost their advantage when 
they fumbled on their second down 
and Mann recovered on the Red 
and White 40. After failing to gain 
yards. Williams kicked to the 
Army 23. Army fumbled again and 
McGill gained possession when 
Smythe fell on the bail on thé 
Army 30. Williams kicked to the 
I -yard line. The Soldiers were 
forced to kick and Simatos booted 
It to his own 37. Then Macrae 
threw a pass to Haller who brought 
it up to the Army 12 for a gain of 
25 yards. The Redmen scored on 
an extension but it was called back 
due to an offside. McGill was: 
forced to kick and Williams drop- 
kicked the pigskin between the 
bars to put Kerr's team ahead 3-0. 
The Red and White opened up 
again when Smythe again recover- 
ed an Army fumble at the mld- 
tield stripe. Dixon went through 
the Army team for 25 yards and 
Macrae passed to Summerskltl for 
another 20 yards.

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James on Education 

Principal James addressed tlie Associa- 
tion of American Universities on tlic sub- 
ject of the post-war status of universities 
last week-end at Blooinington, Indiana, tie 
was the first speaker at the meeting, where 
both Toronto and McGill were represented. 
In referring to admission to university, he 
stated, "It is reasonable to assume that no 
qualified individual will be prevented 
from attending the university by financial 
considerations." He also stressed the im- 
portance of linking university curricula 
wi(h the practical tasks of life. 

The fact that the principal was the 
main speaker at this gathering of Ameri- 
can university representatives is a signal 
honor for this university. The invitation 
was no doubt partly due to his activity in 
Canadian post-war planning; but his ad- 
dress will increase the prestige already en- 
joyed by McGill among American educa- 
tional institutions. It will show our col- 
leagues to the South that McGill docs more 
than turn out doctors. 

The inability of students of limited 
means to attend university is one of the 
principal failings of the Canadian educa- 
tional system. In the past, a university 
degree was something^of a luxur>', and 
graduates were considered well educated if 
they were unable to do anything but speak 
with an accent and stand in a bread-line. 

Since the depression, the trend in educa- 
tion has been toward scientific or practical 
training. A university education is now re- 
garded as preparation for a financially 
successful career. Enrollment in the natural 
and social sciences has increased, and more 
and more students are graduating from the 
, professional faculties. 

The student who, upon graduating frpm 
high school, realizes that his financial re- 
Eponsibilities to his family prevent him 
from entering the university in pursuance 
of a career, has definite grounds for critiz- 
ing the system which restricts his oppor- 
tunities. When the question is one of the 
humanities, the injustice is prevalent, but 
not so apparent; for although it may pre- 
vent the student from broadening his rocn- 
etality by a study of the classics, it does 
not jeopardize his earning ability, but maj; 
even increase it. It is the right of the citi- 
zen by the doctrine of equality of oppor- 
tunity to be allowed the choice of a uni- 
yersity education if his scholastic record 
shows his capability. 

The suggested method of granting this 
right to the needy student is by scholar- 
ships, .or. biirsaries. This system would be 
definitel^l^wfoing, for it puts the student 
at a decided disadvantage due to the atti- 
tude, his own or that of others', that he is 
at university on charity. If the government 
decides to do anything about the matter, 
they would be justified in providing a sys- 
tem of scholarships and living allowances 
for all students graduating from high 
school upon the basis of their aptitude and 
scholastic standing, and regardless of their 
financial status. This would cost more 
money, but the ability of the government 
in raising money for a worthy cause has 
been amply demonstrated during the past 
four years. What better cause could there 
bo than equality of educitional opportuni- 
ties for all Canadians, regardless of color, 
creed, or family? '

'Men in Shadow" Opens New MKT Season with 
Great Success — Monteax, Marcel Hubert 
In Triumph — Serkin Recital This 
Evening at His Majesty's

Melodrama has long been a favourite drama- 
tic style by which a playwright Induces his 
audience to take interest and even emotionally 
to participate in his stage proceedings. Twen- 
tieth-Century sophistication has somewhat 
modified the simple basic, form of the trapping 
and rescue of the gallant hero in three motile 
acts with suspense to match; but even though 
variously mated with a melange of pollUcal 
outcry and social significance, the Robin Hood 
antics of a picturesque devil-may-care still 
pluck a remulous chord on the heart-strings of 
play-going legions. 

Accordingly it must be said that "Men in 
Shadow", the Roy Hargrave adaptation of 
Mary Hayley Bell's script which is currently 
tenant of the MRTs Guy Street theatre, is not 
only highly artistic melodrama, but a well-pro- 
duccd and excellently acted play as well. John 
Mellor's direction has achieved an exciting 
pace and a Damoclean atmosphere, and the 
actors converse and move about the stage as 
If the loft of this mill on the occupied French 
coast had been their home and headquarters 
since the early days ot the war: Quentin Law- 
rence's set is a major contribution to the effect 

John Frlmm as Lew Mcssinger is the com- 
manding figure of the piece. The stage comes 
suddenly to life with his entrance, and since he 
hardly leaves It for the rest of the evening, 
the play clings to his sturdy shoulders and is 
carried along with spirit and purpose. Mr. 
Prlmm's Lew Is an Intensely human Individual 
—a citizen of the world whose love for civilized 
institutions and ideals overcomes and finds 
strength in his natural revulsion towards war, 
and who becomes there in all the more im- 
placable a warrior. If a comparison may be 
offered, Mr. Prlmm's performance is of a sta- 
ture and an excellence with Robert Goodler's 
magnificent Kurt Mueller in last year's "Watch 
on the Rhine." 

John Stuart, making his MRT debut as 
Walter Mordan, shows a smooth, unaffected 
voice and a wealth of that enviable combina- 
tion of poise and complete immersion in char- 
acter which is wont to be called stage pre- 
sence.

of Pierre Montêûx7S61olst of the evening was 
Marcel Hubert, a vlollneellist of rich tone and 
superb technique. 

The outstanding work of the evening was 
the performance of Salnt-Saens' 'Cello Con- 
certo in A Minor. M. Hubert showed himself 
to be among the world's really great cellists. 
He gave the Concerto a firm, authoritative 
reading: he stated his themes with assurance, 
even' in the delicate phrases of the second 
movement, where he displayed amazing legato 
technique. His mastery of the instrument is 
complete, and even in this very exacting con- 
certo he never permitted the composer's de- 
mands on his technical ability to mar the 
beauty of tone or the nuances of his very 
musiclanly interpretation. 

M. Hubert was admirably 8UK>orted in his 
performance by the orchestra, which showed 
great tact in the light passages of the accom- 
paniment Orchestra and^ soloist were never in 
disagreement, funitipg to give Montrealers a 
treat they will long remember. M. Hubert cer- 
tainly deserved the ovation he received. 

The main work on the program was Brahms' 
Symphony No. 2 in D major. M. Montcux di- 
rected this number with spirit and precision, 
but the orchestra did not always respond. The 
listener felt that perhaps they were puuled by 
M. Monteux' smooth, almost suave, reading of 
the traditionally virile, rugged Brahms. The 
first movement seemed to suggest this; the 
playing was not entirely flawless, and the 
tempo dragged. In the second movement the 
playing was good, but Inspiration was still 
lacking. The third, however, was a little gem. 
This is the lighter Brahms, and M. Monteux 
made the orchestra do just as he wished. The 
whole movement, and especially the flippant 
soil for oboe, ^vas delightful. The finale called 
forth some spirited efforts from the full or- 
chestra, and brought the symphony to a bril- 
liant and triumphant close. 

The program began with Bach's Passacaglia 
and Fugue in C minor. In the orchestral tran- 
scription by Ottorino Rcsplghi. Orchestras 
should be chary of attempting these mighty or- 
gan works, especially In Respighi's transcrip- 
tions, because body and soul of them lies in 
their tonal unity— and very few symphony or- 
chestras can play as a tonal unit The MonUeal 
Philharmonic rose nobly to the rather terrify- 
ing challenge presented by this technically 
very difficult transcription, but on occasion 
w.erA.not at one in a work that above all else 
demands unity. 

• 'The program was concluded with Ravel's 
Second Suite "Daphnis and Chloc." Here M 
Monteux was completely at home^^and. the 
orchestra with him. The musicians responded 
readily to the conductor's direction, and suc- 
ceeded, in achieving some startling tonal and 
harmonic effects. The tantalizing rhythms of 
the "Danse Générale" afforded a very suitable 
medium for a flaming climax. M. Monteux was 
repeatedly recalled to the podium by, an en- 
thusiastic audience, and earned many "brave's" 
when he led the orchestra, as an encore, in "La 
Marseillaise."

The feature at the Palace this 
week, "Corvette K-225" is a stir- 
ring tribute to the men and ships of 
the Royal Canadian Navy. 

Produced by Howard Hawks, one 
of Hollywood's top men, directed 
by Richard Rosson, who spent six 
weeks taking actual action shots 
and batUe scenes In the North At- 
lantic, and written by Lieut John 
Rhodes Sturdy, R.C.N.V.R., former 
Montreal newspaperman, whose ex- 
periences in the Navy have en- 
abled him to add a great deal of 
realism to thé dialogue, the film is 
an epic drama of life aboard a Can 
adian corvette. Tho mixture of 
Hollywood acting and ingenuity, 
and factual accounts and scenes add 
to the interest, and help make the 
movie gripping and realistic. 
■ The plot involves the protection 
ot a convoy to England by the cor- 
vette. A storm scatters the ships, 
but six are recovered only to im- 
dergo attack by bombing and subs, 
from which they are rescued by the 
heroic band of Canadian sailors 
aboard the K-225. 

The roles are most ably handled, 
with Randolph Scott as the skip 
per of the ship turning a great per- 
formance. Barry Fitzgerald gives 
excellent support in the guise of an 
old salt, while Jâmes Brown Andy 
Devine and Noah Beery, Jr., round 
cut the main supporting male cast 
Ella Raines, a pretty newcomer, 
adds a romantic touch, but "Cor- 
vette K-2aS" Is a man's picture.

Lena Horne, dripping lame and 
glamour, catches the spirit of the 
blues songs, and puts over 'Stormy 
Weather' especially with a bang. 
Although weak as an actress, she 
is stunning looking and a top-notch 
singer. 

Fats Waller's band supplies the 
music for about three quarters of 
the film, and does its leader proud, 
though Fats himself insists on sing 
ing 'Ain't Mlsbehavlh".. Agonizing 
moments such as theisc ' tend to 
make the picture drag and the 
audience squirm. The same ef 
feet Is produced when Cab Callo- 
way blasts forth with very hot and 
very loud music for a very long 
time. As was mentioned before, 
jive fans will love it, but the more 
conservative will find that a little 
ot this goes a long way. 

Outstanding among the slightly 
lesser lights are Katherine Dunham 
and her group of dancers, and the 
Nicholas Brothers— those Negroes 
with the flying feet In fact their 
number was so appreciated by the 
audience, thatMhe latter broke into 
enthusiastic applause at its finale, 

The added attraction, 'Passport to 
Suez,' Is a tale of mystery and ad- 
venture in the Far East, with 
plans of the Canal the centre of 
attraction, and Warren Williams as 
the Lone Wolf helping the bungling 
British Secret Service clear up the 
espionage ring in a day. All very 
thrilling and confusing with Eric 
Blore supplying, some very real 
humotur, and a collection of weird 
characters supplying atmosphere 
and suspense.

"They Came to Blow Up Ameri- 
ca" contains all the situations in 
which George Sanders excels.

Here he studies the finer 
techniques of demolition and allied 
subjects. There is a slight romantic 
Interlude with an underground 
agent «nd^pretty named Holga 
(Poldy D'itt)?^'tIiough the wife of 
the man Steelman (George San- 
ders) is impersonating .turns up, 
our confidence In the omnipotent 
Sanders If, as usual, rewarded.

tial knowledge." The new library

The clinic started on Oct. 26 
and will be held every succeed- 
ing Tuesday, Thursday and Sat- 
wday. It is expected that the 
clinic will handle 40 students 
; per day. 

Last year's drive for blood at 
Saskatoon commenced at the 
end of November and coiitinued 
till exams in the Spring during 
which period 900 students do- 
nated their blood. The same 
schedule will be followed this 
session except that there \will 
be a short break during the 
Christmas vacation. 



With the outbreak of war the

Rumor Clinic 

(PREPARED BY THE CANA- 
DIAN COLUMN) 



HAS THE RUMOR MENACE 
DECLINED? 

Professor Maurice C. Cross of 
Syracuse University very aptly 
gives his views as follows.- 

Now that the War seenu to be 
going in favor of the Allies, tlie 
question may well arise as to 
whether or not loose tallc, about 
wlilch The Rumor Clinic has been 
so concerned, is as dangerous as it 
has. been in the past. In general, 
the public seenu to havo let down 
aomewhat in its enthusiasm for the 
prosecution of the war effort and 
to have adopted the idea that "it's 
In the bag." 

It may be true, too, that wc will 
be inclined to become more care- 
less in believing and repeating sub- 
.verslvc rumors. Human nature 
seenu to run in this direction. It is 
the belief of the Clinic, however, 
that the danger has not passed but 
may be even more pronounced 
than formerly. What is the source 
of this conclusion? 

In the first place, Hitler may be 
convinced that so far as military 
success is concerned, he has less to 
hope for from here on. But so far 
as political activity is concerned, he 
probably feels that herein lies a 
chance for victory or at least of 
better âctllcmcnt terms. HE CAN 
BE EXPECTED TO DOUBLE HIS 
EFFORTS TO INSERT WEDGES 
AMONG THE ALLIES IN ORDEIl 
ro REDUCE THEIR WAR EFFORT 
OR TO CAUSE THEM TO TIRE 
OF THE WAR AND CONCLUDE 
HOSTILITIES WITH A NEGOTl* 
ATED PEACE. There are already 
Bracks into which these wedges can 
be inserted, /lad rumor and propa- 
ganda are effective political wca> 
pons for opening wide these cracks. 

Anyone who has been working 
almost beyond his capacity knows 
that fatigue and nerve strain have 
taken their toll. With many people 
possessed by an unhealthy frame of 
mind because of unnatural condi- 
tions In which they live and work, 
Dur enemies' last weapons, PROPA- 
GANDA and RUMOR, might be 
disastrously effective. 

This is why the Clinic asks its 
readers to be on guard against faka 



and subversive rumors. May we 
suggest once more, that you send 
in rumors that you believe arc dan' 
gcrous so that the Clinic can in 
vcstigate and expose them wherever 
po&siblc. 

As Allied militate and naval sue 
cessesses increase, there is evident, 
a noticeable decrease in fear or 
anxiety rumors. There also arc 
fewer wishful-thinking or plpc< 
dream rumors. Most of these now 
predict that the war's end is just 
around the corner despite all the 
plain evidence to the contrary-. 

The wedge-drivers, however, are 
still with us. 

We must not become exposed to 
this plan of attack. Rumors, lies, 
deceptions arc our enemies Kill 
them— Nowl Get the facts. Here 
are a few examples of these ru 
mors. 

RUMOR: "About 200,000 Canadian 
troops have been recently sent back 
from Europe and some of them have 
already arrived in Canada." 

FACT: Hon. J. L. Ralston, Minis- 
ter of National Defence: "Ridicu- 
lous! This rumor is completely false. 
We are still sending men overseas 
and will continue to do so." 

The belief has been expressed In 
some quarters that this rumor may 
have resulted from a misunderstand- 
ing or deliberate misinterpretation 
of a statement made on September 
2. by Col. Ralston in which he an- 
nounced plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Canadian Army in Can- 
ada and the disbanding of the 7lh 
and 8th divisions and the partial 
disbanding of the 6th division. 

As a matter of fact. Col. Ralston 
in that statement said in respect to 
overseas requirements: "It mutt. bé 
emphasized that the fact tliàt'theré 
is to be a reduction in requirements 
for operational troops in Canada, 
does not mean that the demand is 
reduced for overseas." 

The estimate made at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year was that we 
would require 100,000 men in the 
year to replace casualties and wast- 
age, that means 8,500 men per 
month. From these, about 75,000 (or 
0,500 per month) were required for 
overseas. .The number of enlist- 
ments for the .first five months of 
the fiscal year has averaged slight- 
ly more than 5,000 per month which 
means that we have had to draw 
considerable numbers of (General 
Service men from the formations 
and establishments in Canada to

Again, in the course of the same 
statement, the Minister said: "the 
Army feels that it can confidently 
ask citizens in their turn to en- 
courage and release fit men to en- 
list so as to ensure to the Canadian 
Army Overseas, the backing it de- 
serves and must have for the heavy 
tasks ahead."

Here is one that is frequently 

heard which is calculated to create 
fear and distrust in the minds of 
citizens who are 'heeding the ad- 
vice to save ' now against possible 
future need. 

RUMOR: '•Persons who are buy- 
ing War Savings Stamps or Certi- 
ficates through the iirms 'where 
they work, should buy them with 
the thought in mind, that they may 
never receive ultimate repayment. 
Should their respective company 
"fold up'' or records be lost, the 
Government would have no proof 
as to the individual piirchasers, be- 
cause the Government does not re- 
ceive duplicates of the Company's 
records— only statements showing 
Company's Staff total contribu- 
tions." 

FACT: The National War Fin- 
ance Committee, Ottawa, states:— 
"Employers retain the pledge card 
signed by the employee instructing 
the employer to make regular de- 
ductions from pay for the purchase 
of War Savings Certificates. This 
pledge card is the employers' au- 
thority for making the deduction 
and for his continuing to do so until 
further notice is given by the em- 
ployee. Experience indicates that 
employers generally are very care- 
ful about the proper recording and 
retention of these pledge cards. 

Employers remit applications to 
Ottawa on behalf of their employ- 
ees on remittance form which, in 
most cases, is made out in duplicate 
with a copy retained by the remit- 
ting employer for his lllcs. For 
their protection, some companies 
comt)lete this form in triplicate and 
request that a copy signed by the 
Registrar be returned. This prac- 
tice is becoming more widespread, 
and, as a matter of fact is encour- 
aged by the Registrar. The remit- 
tance form contains complete lists 
of employee applicants' names, and 
when the certificates have been 
registered each month, the Regis- 
trar files the list in the company's 
own file. 

If an employee wishes to obtain 
information from the Registrar on 
the particulars of certificates issued 
to hint, he can easily do so by writ- 
ing direct to Ottawa. The RegU- 
Irar, when supplied with the ap- 
proximate date of issue, and the 
name and location of the employer, 
can readily lurnish full particulars 
regarding 'çé'rtificaie numbers and 
amounts Issued in the name of any 
of that company's employees for 
the peroid desired. The Registrar 
has had no difficulty, whatsoever 
in tracing the issue of certificates 
under, the Payroll Plan and rieports 
that the system Is functioning very 
smoothly. ' " : «' . 

Duplicate List 

The Registrar is continually re- 
questing all certificate holders to 
maintain a duplicate list of all cer- 
tificates held, one copy of which 
should be kept with the certificates 
and the other in a safe place sep- 
arate from the certificates. In the 
case of lost certificates, the separate 
lift will assist' both the holder and 
the Registrar in the issuance of 
duplicate certificates when neces- 
sary. Folders for this purpose have 
been supplied by the Registrar 
through employers and have also 
been issued by many companies 
and financial institutions. 

From the above, it will be seen 
that no employee should be con- 
cerned about the completness of 
the records maintained by the Reg- 
istrar in Ottawa. Two years* ex- 
perience has shown that the pay- 
roll plan has operated without any 
basis for concern being shown by 
the employees for the correctness 
of registration made on their be- 
half by employers.
